1. Applicant's claim for domestic priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) is acknowledged. Claim 

Rejections - 35 USC§112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. The variable "L" is not defined in claim 6, which claim 7 depends, but rather the 
variables X, X' and M. It appears that the variable "X' was intended. Please correct. Ctoiw 

Rejections - 35 USC§102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

5. Claims 37, 38, 40 and 42 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by Krouse et al., Journal of Organometallic Chemistry, 335 (1988) 257-265, cited by Applicants. 
The Krouse et al., reference discloses the compounds trans-(Me3CO)3W^C-CH=CH- 
C=W(OCMe3)3, cis,cis-(Me3CO)3W^C.CH=CH-C^W(OCMe3)3 and -(Me3CO)3W=C.(l,2- 
C6H4)-C=W(OCMe3)3. See compounds (2), (4) and (9) in the Experimental section Allowable
